Elder  Ashton,  associate  editor 
of  the  “Instructor,”  urged  the 
studentbody  to  “build  on  our 
blessings  toward  kingship  and 
queenship  which  can  be  our  des- 
tiny as  members  of  the  Church.”

From  the  Book 
of  Genesis,  Ashton  quoted  that 
“Joseph  was  not  so  busy  that  he 
couldn’t  take  time  out  to  show 
a kind  heart  towards  his 
brother.” 

In  illustrating  the  third  and 
fourth  keys,  the  church  leader 
mentioned  that  Joseph  “had 
eyes  that  saw  tall.”  We  should 
have  an  over-all  perspective  of 
our  entire  existence,  said  Ash- 
ton. 

The  fourth  key  is  to  place  our

Change  Opens 
Scoring  Punch 


‘Mura!  Hoop  Schedule 
Largest  Yet:  100  Plus 


A college  football  rule  change  ' 
in  scoring  described  by  some  as 
‘ one  of  the  most  striking  chang- 
es. . . that  has  ever  occurred 
in  football"  has  made  the  con- 
version after  touchdown,  if 
run  or  passed  over  the  goal  line, ; 
worth  two  points. 

The  change,  the  first  altera-  j 
tion  in  the  scoring  system  since  ! 
1906,  was  among  a host  of  other  J 
renovations  made  by  the  NCAA  j 
recently.  The  association  will  re- 
tain  the  one-point  bonus  for  a j 
kicked  conversion. 

It  was  also  decided  to  move 
the  ball  back  from  the  two  to 
the  three-yard  line  for  the 
conversion  try. 

The  conversion  revisions  plus 
other  sweeping  rule  changes  are 
effective  immediately'. 

Offensive  players  can  now  use 
one  arm  and  one  hand  in  block- 
ing and  guarding.  Playrers  pre- 
viously were  allowed  to  use  both 
hands  and  arms. 

The  free  kick  rule  now  reads  | 
that  when  a kick  goes  out  of 
bounds  the  team  will  be  penal- 
ized five  yards  and  be  permitted  j 
to  kick  again, 

ILLEGAL  RECEIVERS:  all 

players  except  ends  and  backs 
will  now  be  allowed  to  move 
donwfield  as  soon  as  the  ball 
leaves  the  passer's  hands  in- 
stead of,  as  under  the  old  rul- 
ing, only  when  the  bali  was 
caught. 

The  number  of  time  outs  was 
reduced  to  four  instead  of  five 
per  half.  The  revision  allows1' 
every  player  to  re-enter  the 
game  during  each  quarter.  Pre- 1 
viously,  only  players  starting  a 
quarter  were  permitted  re-entry 
in  the  same  period. 

THE  NCAA  committee  mem- 
bers also  strengthened  a rule  af- 
fecting defensive  players  inter-  j 
(erring  with  offensive  signals,  j 
The  change  essentially'  relieves 
the  officials  of  having  to  rule  on  j 
infraction  intent. 

Although  committee  members 
voted  to  relax  the  substitution  j 
barriers  it  was  stated  that  the! 
time  out  change  mirrored  “op-  j 
position  of  both  the  committee 
and  active  coaches  to  return  to 
free  substitution." 

The  change  in  offensive  block- 
ing procedure  was  made  with 
the  hope  it  will  reduce  pushing, 
holding  and  slugging
